The last antler­ 
less season was in 1955 
Mild Minter Kill 
"Having studied the deer pop­ 
ulation this spring, following the 
mild winter kill period, the Game 
Commission believes an antlerless 
season this year will bring the 
herd more nearly in balance.'* it 
was said in a statem ent issued 
on behalf of the com mission after 
Its July meeting yesterday.
